The presentation of the David-
Apollo, a marble statue by Michel-
angelo lent to the Gallery by the 
Museo Nazionale del Bargello in 
Florence, opens the nationwide cel-
ebration 2013 — The Year of Italian 
Culture. The graceful figure of a 
youth in a twisting pose is mysteri-
ous in both mood and subject; the 
elements that would confirm an 
identity as either the biblical giant-
killer David or the pagan sun-god 
Apollo were never completed. The 
statue is a fascinating example of 
the non-finito, the unfinished con-
dition that allows viewers to study 
the sculptural process in many 
works by Michelangelo.
